TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—There is a very wise rule of 
the Dublin daily papers not to pub- 
lish the names of children appear- 
ing as defendants in the Dublin 
Children’s Court. There is no suth 


rule in the country. From children’s}. 


courts tHe general public are ex- 
cluded, but Press representatives’ are 
entitled to remain. It is optional 
with the editors of local papers to 
publish or not, as they wish, the 
names of the youthful offenders. 
Many, in fact, who seldom or ever 
ublish the names of parties charged 
in the ordinary courts with being 
on licensed premises ‘during pro- 
hibited hours, invariably give the 
names of the children. 

Most educational. and social 
authorities agree that such publica- 
tion is harmful to the children. Fail- 
ing an arrangement in line with that 
of Dublin, and it must be remem- 
bered ‘that there is no professional 
organjsation of which a majority 
of Irish local editors are members, 
in the interests of the children, and

Simultaneously, a new Executive 
Council, based on the election 
results, will be brought into 
being. 
Mr. Attlee and Lord Wavell 
hope that the basis of agreement 
will be the “ Cripps plan,” which 
was rejected summarily by the 
Indians three years ago, If the 
parties agree on some other plan, 
however, it is for them to decide. 
The Cripps proposals were dis- 
liked by the Congress Party for 
two reasons—in the first place, 
because they gave any Indian 
Province the right to “opt out” 
of the new all-India fabric, and 
to contract a separate treaty with 
Great Britain; in the second place, 
because the plan was not to come 
into effect until the~end of the; 
war, and the..Congress Party 
wanted it at once. The Muslim 
League, under the redoubtable 
Mr. - Jinnah,- resented the Cripps 
proposals because they made no 
concession to its demand for 
“ Pakistan "—which amounts to 
the partition of India into a 
Moslem and a Hindu State. Will 
these obstacles prove insuperable 
once. again? The difference on 
this occasion is that the war is 
over, and that the British Govern- 
ment is ' both willing and 
determined to get something done 
at once. We have litfle doubt 
that the Congress Party will 
accept the offer in the -spirit in 
which it was made, and will co- 
operate with the Viceroy to the 
limits of its power. The Muslim 
League threatens again to be the 
stumbling-block. If Mr. Jinnah 
and his lieutenants continue to 
insist upon “Pakistan,” little 
progress will be made; and, un- 
fortunately, there is a very strong 
likelihood that their insistence 
will be as violent as ever. Only 
a few months have passed since 
the Viceroy’s spirited and ‘sincere 
attempt to create . harmony 
between the parties was thwarted 
by Mr. Jinnah, and there is small 
reason to suppose that the atti- 
tude of the Muslim League has 
changed during the interval. One
